As all of you are aware, Worcester State 
College is requiring all incoming freshman from 
the 2004-2005 academic year on to bring a 
laptop to all classes. The “Laptop Initiative’, as 
it has been dubbed, is a plan to do away with 
computer labs, and promote wireless learning 
environments. It will allow professors to require 
a computer-based portion in each class. The 
deployment of the plan began this year, and it is 
expected to be completed within four years, 
when four classes of incoming freshman have 
been required to purchase laptops, thus trans- 
forming WSC into a wireless, computerized 
campus. As of the beginning of the fall semes- 
ter, the wireless network has been improved to 
include the entire campus, as part of the Laptop 
Initiative plan. Each year, Information Tech- 
nologies is setting a list of minimum require- 
ments that must be met by each laptop pur- 
chased for student use. 

Unfortunately, students. are required to 
purchase these laptops themselves. Though it 
can be covered by financial aid, the laptop must 
first be purchased in advance, allowing the 
student to be reimbursed at the end of the 
semester. However, what about the students 
who cannot afford to purchase the laptop in the 
first place? If a student needs financial aid to 
pay for the laptop, isn’t it safe to assume that 
the student cannot afford to pay the total cost 
up-front for the computer? 

In addition to this problem, IT offers full 
support only on the specific model they have 
chosen to recommend. This year’s recommen- 
dation is a Dell Latitude D600. It costs the 
student $1,199 for this laptop, which comes 
equipped with the following features: An Intel 
Pentium M Processor 715 (1.50 GHz), 
Microsoft Windows XP Professional, 512MB-2 
Dimms RAM, a 30GB 4200 RPM Hard Drive, 
wireless miniPCI card, an internal 56k modem 
(utterly useless considering the point of the 
laptop initiative was for use with high-speed 
wireless connections), 8x/24x SWDVD/CDRW 
combo drive, and a 6-cell premium battery. 

The M Processor is not a very good 
processor compared to, for instance, a Pentium 
4, nor is 30GB a very large hard drive for the 
money spent. This laptop is supposedly at a 
discount price. I did some research, however, 
and in less than five minutes had come up with 
another laptop pricing from Dell on a much 
newer, more souped-up model. This model, the

Inspiron 1150, is from Dell’s next generation of 
notebook models; In fact, aside from this 
special offer to WSC, Dell does not even 
regularly carry Latitude notebooks anymore. 
The Inspiron 1150 can be customized many 
ways; For the purpose of this article, I have 
chosen the following specifications: A mobile 
Intel Pentium 4 Processor (2.80 GHz), 
Microsoft Windows XP Professional, 512-MB 
shared DDR SDRAM (2 Dimms), a 40GB . 
4200 RPM Hard Drive, Dell Wireiess 1350 
Internal Wireless Card, 24XCD/DVD Combo 
Drive, and an 8-cell premium lithium ion 
battery. This system surpasses the college’s 
recommended in many aspects; For instance, 
the processor on the Inspiron model is nearly 
twice as fast as that on the first. The hard drive 
also allows for 33% more storage space, and 
the battery is more powerful, allowing for more 
extended batter life-crucial if you have several 
computer-oriented classes in a row. The second 
laptop is priced at $1,176—$23 less expensive 
than Worcester State’s recommendation. 

Lastly, with these laptops, 
students are being required to use the campus’ 
wireless network, which is not encrypted at all. 
This means that anyone can perform a packet- 
sniffing operation and get personal information 
from websites you visit, such as your bank 
account number, credit card information, or 
social security number. Experts say that to be 
safe for use with sensitive information, a 
network, especially wireless, should have 128- 
bit encryption. Worcester State’s network offers 
NO encryption whatsoever. Students were 
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never warned about this. 

Why did IT recommend such an inferior 
product when one of better quality was readily 
available for less money? Granted, students are 
not required to purchase the specific recom- 
mended laptop, but they can get limited to no 
support from IT if they choose to purchase 
another model. IT is forcing students to pur- 
chase products at a price that is too high for the 
quality of the goods—and how is the student 
supposed to pay for it in the first place? Though 
the Laptop Initiative was supposedly designed 
to allow faculty members to include computer- 
oriented lessons and assignments in their 
courses, professors were not consulted when IT 
made their decision on the laptop specifications. 
In fact, one man was in charge of the specs and 
ordering of the computers. This man’s name is 
Donald Vescio, and he is the head of IT at 
Worcester State College. Rather than choose to 
delegate command and form a committee to 
speak with faculty and determine the require- 
ments and the chosen model, Vescio took mat- 
ters entirely into his own hands and recom- 
mended a mediocre product. He also is refusing 
to offer support on most other models, thus 
trapping the student into a poor purchase. I, for 
one, am not happy about this, and personally 
refused to buy a laptop that meets their require- 
ments; I just got a new laptop last year and I 
refuse to shell out money I don’t have for one 
that will be obsolete by the time it’s paid off. If 
you, too, are unhappy with the laptop situation, 
you may email the man in charge: 

Perhaps we can at least 
spare next year’s incoming freshman from a 
similar ordeal.

each school year to each student. He 
also plans to cut down the amount of 
forms needed to get Financial Aid. 
He plans to not just help out with 
funding but to help increase the 
amount of students that make it to 
graduation. He 
plans to 
strengthen the 
high school 
curriculum and 
give rewards to 
colleges that do 
an especially 
good job at 
ensuring their 
students gradu- 
ate.

The Internet 2

Impressed by 3 and 5 MB internet connections? There 
is an even faster Internet out there. Most have not 
heard the phrase “Internet2” since the turn of the 
century, while some have not heard it at all. Those 
who have heard of it have thought that the Internet2 
was just a failed attempt at creating a “better mouse 
trap.” Just the contrary, while the media may have put 
the Internet2 on the back burner, the universities 
responsible for it have expanded the reach of the 
Internet2 technology exponentially. 


The Internet2 is a high-performance network that is 
completely different than the Internet that most of us 
use today. The Internet2 network is growing and 
growing fast; already there are over 200 universities 
and 60 corporations on their network. 


Backbone 

The backbone for most of the Internet2 is provided by 
Abilene. Abilene is providing a service throughput of 
10 gigabits per second, or approximately 10,000 
megabits per second. Our college’s current infrastruc- 
ture allows local area network transfers of 100 
megabits per second, but significantly less for Internet transfers. 


To conceive the speed that this new technology allows, you should know that the 


researchers of this technology hold the Land Speed Record for data transference. A 


research team sent 6.7 Gigabytes from California to the Netherlands, about 6,821 
miles of fiber-optic cables, in less than one minute. 


IPv4 vs. IPv6 

The next great thing about the Internet2 is the use of IPv6. The protocol that we 
use to reference computers on the Internet is called IP or Internet Protocol. IP is 
used is by referencing four blocks of numbers between 0 and 255, thus creating an 
IP address such as 66.251.22.36. That technology is actually IPv4; we have now 
progressed to IPv6 which uses a new addressing scheme that would give you an 
address like: 


3ddf:1911:5411:3:210:aba5:ff32:5 1ca 


This will allow for three hundred and forty undecillion connected devices to the 


Internet as opposed to the current limitations of IPv4 
where you could only connect about four billion devices 
to the Internet. In recent years we are finding severe 
problems with IPv4 on what was once thought to be 
limitless; we have been reaching maximum capacity. 
IPv6 is not a new technology, it was finalized back in 
1997, and but has not been used in excess except in 
conjunction with the Internet2. 


The Internet2 uses this technology to be able to connect 
two devices directly through the Internet2 instead of 
through other methods designed to compensate for IPv4 
disabilities such as NAT, network address translation. 
The theory of the Internet2 with IPv6 native capabilities 
is that in the future you could connect everything that you 
own directly to the Internet2. 


One common misconception of the Internet2 is that it 
will replace the Internet. It will never replace the 
Internet. It is designed as a supplement for the Internet. 
Currently only research foundations and the government 
are using this technology and we are not likely to see this 
in our homes and businesses at any point in the near 
future. Another purpose of the Internet2 is harnessing the technology presented 
and tested in the Internet2 environment and implementing it in the Internet. The 
object of the Internet2 is to bring new technology to the public as quickly as 
possible. It is a great technology and I hope that it is one that we can quickly 
expand upon. 


Uses 

It has many uses in science including the ability to access telescopes half a 
world away and download the images that the telescopes take. Using current 
Internet technology, this would be impossible. The Internet2 technology can 
also be used in the entertainment field by allowing streaming video to be a 
crisp, clean, satellite quality image that is transferred with little to no lag. 


An example of a use of the Internet2 is the Cornell Laboratory of Ornithology 
which is creating the largest collection of bird sound and video clips. Here you 
may download clips or download a made-to-order DVD. The possibilities can 
expand much further than even these examples, and I hope that the technology 
will continue to advance as expected.
